FOREIGN 


The last of the French troops have 
quitted Essen in the Ruhr area of 
Germany, which: they have beengin 
occupation of since January, 1923: 
Thia evacuation is in pursuance of the 
Dawes settlement plan. The Ruhr: is 
‘now clear of*French troops. a 

In- Morocco fighting continues, al- 
‘though tremendous heat is putting a 
check on French counter attacks. 
Marshal (Petain has returned to 
France after his visit of inspection 
to-Morocco, and has made a state- 
ment to the effect that in view of the 
agreement come to between Spain and 
France, peace may ‘be expected in 
Morocco soon. It is not clear whether 
the Marshal-expects peace to be at- 
tained by combined military opera- 
tions or by the submission of the 
Moore, but it has to be remembered 
that it is very doubtful if the Moorish 
leader, Abd-el-Krim, can dare to make 
a treaty of submission in face of the 
attitude of his own followers. A 
smal} French fortified post, Ain Bou- 
assa, hae been the scene of heroic 

fighting. Only through the efforts of 
areoplanes, from which supplies were 
dropped into the fort, were the gar- 
rison able to hold out. Water was 
brought them. in the form of ice 
blocks dropped in sacks. Finally, the 
remnant of the garrison cut their way 
through the besieging lines and met 
the relieving column. 

The negotiations hetween France 
and Great Britain for the payment of 
the French war debt have reached a 
deadlock, the French offer being lowe 
than Great Britain will accept. 

At the time of the division of Silesia 
between Germany and Poland, made 
by the League of Nations, a certain 
period was given for Poles in the 
German area to decide whether they 
would accept German nationality, 
and conversely for German# in the 
Polish area to decide if they would 
accept Polish nationality. This period 
having expired, thousands in each 
area seem likely to be forcibly ex- 
pelled. Already great numbers have 
left the areas voluntarily and return- 
ed to their respective countries. It is 
said that 20,000 Germans are being 
expelled by Poland and _ probably 
about as many Poles by Germany. 
This procedure is likely to embitter 
still further the feeling between the 
two couhtries. 

In China the situation continues 
highly dangerous. At Nanking a Brit- 
ish-owned factory was attacked by a 
Chinese mob. It was successfully de- 
fended by the British employees and 
marines from a British warship havc 
been landed and are now protectirg 
the factory. Several deaths resulted 
from the fighting. The anti-foreign, 
and particularly anti-British, agita- 
tion continues throughout China, and 
no prospect of speedy settlement can 
be seen at present. Several WBuro- 
peans or Americans have been cap- 
tured and are held to ransom by 
Chinese. 

It seems likely that the Shah of 
Persia will be deposed. He is a young 
man and for some time past has pre- 
ferred to live in Europe rather than 
return to his own disturbed country. 
His leading eubjects are now inclined 
to depose him -in his absence, 

In Chicago the Drake Hotel, a fash- 
lonable place, was entered in broad 
daylight by a gang of masked rob- 
bers. The hotel was crowded at the 
time.’ A battle took place in which 
two of the robbers were killed_and 
two captured, while one hotel clerk 
was killed, ‘The remaining robber ea- 
caped with $10,000.00'af: plunder, .

PROTECTION AGAINST 
MOSQUITOES: 


Certain protective mixtures applied 
to the skin are of great value in ward- 
ing off mosquitoes, black-flies and 
similar pests, especially when the in- 


A number 


given in a pamphlet on the methods 
of protection against mosquitoes and 
black-flies, just issued by the Ento- 
mological Branch of the Mominion 
Department of :Agriculture. A‘ mix- 
ture recommended by the author is 
composed of three ounces of oil of 
cjtronella, one of spirits of camphor, 
one of ofl of tar, one-quarter ounce 0 
oi] of pennyroyal and from four to éix 
ounces of castor oil. Another mixture 
consists of two ounces of oil of cit- 
ronella, one-eighth ounce of penny- 
royal and two ounces of castor oil. 
The castor oil is included to prevent 
injury to the skin. Tallow may be 
used instead if it is desired to have 
the mixture in the form of a paste. 
When the insects are abundant it 
is necessary to apply the mixture at 
least once every half hour, using lib- 
eral quantities and rubbing it thor- 
oughly over the hands and face. Care 
should be taken to have a sufficient 


quantity of a mixture when on an ex- 
tended trip in the woods. At least 
an ounce per person per day is neces- 


sary if the flies are in any way abund- 
ant. The mixture should be carried 
in a small aluminum flask or ecrew- 
top tin, but not in a glass bottle as 
it is apt to break.

] | Cariboo 


To those who are familiar with the 
more dramatic episodes of Canadian 
history, the name‘of Cariboo will al. 
ways suggest the great gold rush of 
the. early sixties. The writer's ex- 
perience of the district:came some 50 
years later. The “Cariboo Trail’ had 
given place to the Cariboo ‘Road—in- 
deed the famous road wae built as 
early. as.1865,:and' portions of the: 
original road ‘may still be seen hung 
precariously along the Fraser canyon 
from the observation cars of the 'C.P. 
R. The road from the coast. was larg- 
ely. disused after’ the completion of 
the C.P.R., and the road of 1910 led 
from Ashcroft, the much-advertised 
“gate-way” to the upper.:country. It 
was then at least as good a road as 
the present highway between Calgary 
and Edmonton, as. befitted. the only 
freight and passenger thoroughfare 
to a great inland empire, in which 
the whistle of the locomotives had 
never been heard, 

At that time, the road was thronged 
with great freight wagons drawn by 
from’ six to ten horses to an outfit, 


whose deliveries were fully as de- 
pendable as those of the railways, and 


automobile stages carried passengers, 
mails and express to Quesnel, Bar- 
kerville and even to Fort George. In 
comfort and convenience, the railway 
had few advantages to offer the peo- 
ple of Cariboo, but their methods 
were certainly expensive. Six to seven 
cents per pound was then the regular 
freight rate from Ashcroft to Barker- 
ville, a little over three hundred miles, 
and $25.00 was the passenger fare to 
150 Mile House, 138 miles. This will 
readily explain the inordinately high 
prices of many of the common neces- 
garies of life and why “cultus Chiko- 
men,” as all coins smaller than a 
quarter or “two-bit” piece, are desig- 
nated in the “Chinook” language, was 
regarded as an unmitigated nuisance 
in the Cariboo. 

In 1910, there was probably no 
camp in the Cariboo where men were 
making more than wages at placer 
gold mining. <A great hydraulic ex- 
periment was being tried, which later 
proved an utter failure. Cariboo wae 
no longer the land of gold but of cat- 
tle—the miner had given place to the 
puncher. ‘But it was still the last 
frontier; it contained the longest 
stage route in America; it was a land 
where Indiang and half-breeds formed 
a large majority of the population, 
where the ‘bizarre costumes of the 
“stampede” were for most the daily 
wear; a land of hard riding and hard 
drinking, where lawlessness was kept 
in check only by the continual exer- 
tions of the mounted police. 

The comparative efficiency of the 
police and judiciary of British Colum. 
bia is attested by the fact that crime 
never became common in the Cari- 
boo. It has always been a fairly rich 
country, and there has generally been 
wealth available in highly concen. 
trated and portable forms to attract 
the robber. The country was made 
for the outlaw. Of enormous extent, 


f|sparsely settled, with only a very few 


passable roada, it abounded in splen- 
did hiding places and natural strong- 
holds. Yet no organized gang ever 
terrorized the upper ceuntry. Such 
robberies and murders as did occa- 
sionally take place were episodes and 
generally the result of individual en- 
terprise. 

The difficulty of the country is well 
illustrated by the Kindness murder 
case, Two Indians had killed a China- 
man, and were suspected of another 
murder. They were’ known to be 
camped near Clinton, and Constable 
Kindness rode out from that village 
with a posse to arrest them. They 
opened fire as the posse came up and 
the deputies appear to have fied in 
utter panic at the first shot. The :on- 
stable rode on and was shot dead 
without, probably, having seen his 
men at all. It was justly regarded by 
the government as a point of honor 
that his death should be avenged. 
The most strenuous efforts were mate 
to apprehend the murderers. Mounted 
bands of deputies scoured the coun- 
try in all directions for months with- 
out the smallest result. The crimin- 
als were ultimately surrendered 
through the medium of a treaty made 
by the government with a congress of 
Indian chiefs and were duly hanged. 

On the other hand, though an ex- 
cellent country to hide in, it was 
somewhat difficult to get out of with- 
out being seen and recognized. Those 
who have lived only in more civilized 
communities can hardly realize the 
extent to which everyone from Ash- 
croft north for hundreds of miles 
knew everybody else of any standing 
in the country. No car, wagon or man 
on horseback or foot passed down the 
road without being carefully noted at 
20 road-houses and by numerous out: 
fits and the news being passed along 
both by wire and by “wireless.” And 
the road, till the time of the building 
of the railways, was the only practic- 
able way out. In the winter of 1914. 
two homesteaders, named Smith and 
Klinger, started down the road with 
a team and sleighs for a load of sup- 
plies. A rumor had got about (after. 
wards traced to Klinger) that Smith 
was returning to the United: States. 
Smith was known to have several 
hundred dollars in cash on him and 
he owned the outfit. A week or two 
later Klinger returned alone, on foot, 
saying that Smith's team had been 
seized by a liveryman in Clinton for 
an old bill and that Smith had gone 
to the States. ‘He also stated that he 
(Klinger) had bought his effects, and 
proceeded to remove them. This story 
was received with some suspicion, for 
he had left some gaps, but he would 
probably have got away with it but 
for one thing—no one could be found 
who had seen Smith south of the 59 
Mile House. This was considered by 
the police as absolutely fatal to 
Klinger’s story. A search revealed 
Smith’s body shot through the back 
of the head, and Klinger was arrest- 
ed, tried and hanged. 

In 1910 several of the gold-seekers 
of the sixties were still living in the 
Cariboo. They were a long-lived race, 
most of them strong and vigorous in 
their old age but generally poor. If 
they had acquired wealth in the dig- 
gings they had not been able to keen 
it. Jim Cummings, at 80, worked for 
the Cariboo Trading ‘Co. as carpenter. 
and though a little slow, was an ef- 
ficient workman. He was a regular 
attendant at dances, and danced well. 
He received from the company as 
wages his clothes, lodging and board, 
the latter including one quart bottle 
of whisky per day. Jim’s views on 
the liquor question would hardly 
square with those of the modern pro- 
hibitionist, but he was strong for 
temperance and considered himself a 
strictly temperate man. He regarded 
it as most disrraceful for a white man 
to get drunk, and, to tell the truth, 1, 
jnever saw Jim drunk, 


Another, old-timer, whose age was 
less. honorable, ;was. the notorious 
“Duke of. York.” ‘He acquired his 
nickname sometime. in the nineties, 
through © his::‘remarkable facial :re- 
semblanceto, “his present majesty, 
King George,:;;who then bore that 

a. 
the face, however, for the “Duke” 
stood : six: feet five-in his socks and 
was built accordingly, He wae a-tre- 
mendous. walker.” He generally . win- 
tered in ‘Victoria in his ‘later years, 
but he regularly walked from Ashcroft 
to Barkerville and back every year, 
For’ a considerable time, he made ‘an 
excellent living selling half interests 
in imaginary, gold mines to  chee- 
chackos’ at bargain prices. He was 
such a striking figure and became''so 
well known that eventually this 


source of income became unreliable, |’ 


though he occasionally still found-a 
“live one.” He: continued to° tramp 
the country, however, supposedly 
prospecting, and’ stopped wherever 
night overtook him and was never 
refused hospitality. The writer once 
entertained him’ while camping on 
Chimney Creek, and the “Duke” duly 
tried to interest him in a rich mine 
for which only a little extra capital 
was required to make the fortunes of 
both of us. 

From 1910 on, there was a consider- 
able influx of homesteadere, “dry 
farmers,” whose holdings broke up 
the open range to a considerable ex. 
tent. This, together with the build- 
ing of the new railways, the G.T.P. 
and the P.G.E., have considerably 
changed the Cariboo and the old fron- 
tier conditions are gradually passing. 

From such a: population of good 
riders and good shots, it was to be 
expected that the war would take its 
tol, and the Cariboo sent many goad 
soldiers overseas. The writer remem- 
bers well on a certain occasion (|find- 
ing a certain half-breed lying in a 
snowbank, paralyzed, getting him on 
his horse with difficulty and sending 
him on his way. The last time he 
saw that man was at Chateau de la 
Haie, in France. He had just been 
awarded the D.C.M.! Another, who 
once worked for the writer, was a 
marvellous shot. ‘He could’ bring 
down a prairie chicken flying quite 
regularly with a .44 rifle. ‘He easily 
surpassed-all the men of hie unit with 
the rifle and was given a sniper’s 
job in France. He sleeps in that hal- 
lowed ground which holds the re- 
mains of those Canadians who fell at 
Vimy Ridge.

DEATH OF MR. B,J, WADE 


A stalwart figure passed on on Sat- 
urday morning in the person of Mr. 
Byron J. Wade, Willowdale, at the age 
of 68 years. Mr. Wade was a notable 


man physically and, as well, a vigor- 
ous man in body and mind and it was 
only within the past five years that he 


has been failing in health, an opera- 
tion giving him relief for some time. 
His last illness came on Monday even- 
ing and he gradually sank until he 
passed away on Saturday morning. His 
last hours were brightened by the pre- 


sence of his oldest son, George, his 
wife and two children, from Winnipeg: 


they arrived five days before he was 
taken with his last illness. 

Mr. Wade was born near St. Thomas, 
Ont., in 1857, and was married to 
Margaret Horton in London, Ont., in 
1887. Three children were born’ to 
them, one of whom, a daughter, died 
at the age of 14, and was buried in 
the family plot five miles from St. 
Thomas in which district Mr. Wade 
spent most of his active life and where 
his body was sent for interment. They 
lived four years in California, return- 
ing to Ontario, and came to Red Deer 
district in April, 1906, where Mr. Wade 
bought the farm on which the family 
have lived ever since. He was very 
much interested in political affairs, be- 
ing a strong Conservative most of his 
days, and was an active helper in the 
Willowdale Presbyterian church, of 
which he was Bible Class teacher; he 
was a Congregationalist in church 
connection. 

Mrs. Wade survives him with two 
sons, viz.: Geo. M. Wade, B.A., Prin- 


cipal of the Charleswood intermediate 


school, Winnipeg; and Percy Wade, on 
the home farm. 


A funeral service was held at the

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HOLIDAYS AND THOSE WHO 
DO NOT GET THEM 

It is now the middle of the holiday 
season, and all over the country the 
summer resorts are thronged with 
visitors who have come to get a holi- 
day and change of scene from their 
usual environment. For those who 
live in hot, dusty cities the change 
to a lake resort with its bathing and 
boating is a great pleasure and has 
the value from a health standpoint, 
which it is now recognized is attached 
to such annual vacations. There is, 
however, one class which, on the 
whole, does not share to any extent 
in the holiday vacations. This is the 
class composed of the wives of the 
farmers and to a slightly smaller ex- 
tent the farmere themselves. The 
men on the farms are better off than 
the women because in the ordinary 
course of their work they usually 
have to make occasional trips into 
the towns which give them at least 
a brief change of scene. There must, 
however, be many women on the 
farm who, even in these days of 
cheap motor caré, rarely get anything 
like a real rest and change. It is 
they who deserve some thoughtful 
consideration from the rest of the 
community. 

Most of the people in Red Deer will 
Temember the success which in one 
of the first years after the war at- 
tended the convention held in the city 
‘for the wives of the soldier settlers, 
The people of the city took a great 
deal of trouble in entertaining these 
women, and it is not putting the case 
too highly when it is said that many of 
them went back to their farms not 
only rested in body but with a re- 
newed feeling of cheerfulness and en- 
couragement in their hearts. 

Since then there have been other 
conventions on a somewhat emaller 
scale, and with rather less in the way 
of general concerted effort on the 
mart of the city communities. Would 
it not be possible to organize on a 


_ comprehensive scale a regular scheme 
_of such holidays for the women on 


the farms, whose circumstances make 
it difficult for them to get holidays 
in the ordinary way? It would hard- 
ly seem to be necessary, and it is 
certainly not desirable, that there 
should be any element of patronizing 
charity about the scheme. It is a 
matter of organization and co-opera.- 
tion between the farmers and the 
city people. There is much talk in 
the air just now of co-operative mar- 
keting and the benefits it can confer 
on the community, particularly on the 
farmers. Why should there not be 
co-operative holidays for the farm- 
ers’ wives? Just as the average city 
dweller likestogetaway for his holi- 
day to cool lakes and woods in the 
country, so the farm dwellers like to 
get into the towns and enjoy their 
social pleasures for a little. Tf euch 
schemes were organized would there 
not be the chance of a double benefit 
resulting from them: first, the direct 
benefit in health to the holiday-mak- 
ers; second, the increased feeling of 
kindliness and mutual understanding 
between the town and the country 
dwellers, an increased realization that 
after all they are not separate and 
semi-hostile communities, but part- 
ners in the ordinary daily life of civ: 
jlization? There has been in the past 
Tather too much of a tendency for the 
country to consider ite problems and 
the town its interests with little or 
no regard for the other half of the 
community. Here is one small way 
in which that mutual lack of under. 
standing might perhaps be remedied. 
It should be worth consideration and 
trial.

THE DEATH OF WILLIAM 
J. BRYAN 

There was something rather dram- 
atic in the death of William Jennings 
Bryan following so closely upon his 
spectacular appearance in the Scopes 
evolution trial. It does not seem that 
his death was really due to his efforts 
in the trial. It was a case of heart 
failure which might have come at any 
time. 

It is an ungracious task to criticize 
other than favorably a man just 
dead, but Bryan was in some sorts a 
prominent public figure, and some 
candid estimate of his character 
ought to be attempted. 

It ie difficult to rate him highly 
either as a statesman or in any other 
capacity except that of oratory. He 
failed on three occasions to secure 
election as president of the United 
States, but under President Wilson he 
held the next highest public post in 
his country—that of secretary of 
state—and held it at one of the most 
critical, if not actually the most 
critical, period of her history—the 
outbreak of the Great War in 1914. 
In that crisis he showed a weakness 
and an inability to grasp the issues at 
stake or the moral values involved, 
which once for all removed him from 
the category of even reasonably cap- 
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able statesmen. He combined in a 
high degree unbounded self-confidence 
and complacency with ignorant futil- 
ity. His resignation of the post of 
secretary of state out of disapproval 
of President Wilson’s all too mild note 
to Germany following on the sinking 
of the Lusitania, was a tremendous 
relief to large numbers of his coun- 
trymen. He still continued to have 
a considerable influence in American 
public life. His gift of oratory and 
his professed idealism were both 
things that appealed strongly to his 
countrymen in spite of their realiza- 
tion of the lack of balance and sub- 
stance that lay behind those danger- 
ous characteristics. In the presiden- 
tial election campaign of last year he 
played a part much less prominent 
than on former occasiona but still of 
some importance, even though as on 
other occasions hia party was hope- 
lessly beaten at the polls. His in- 
satiable desire for publicity had its 
last expression in his needless inter- 
vention in the Scopes trial. Yet with 
it all, Bryan retained a measure of 
regard amongst Americans. It was 
not suggested with any seriousness 
that he was consciously a hypocrite. 
Credit seems to have beeh given him 
for belief in his high professions and 
for personal honesty. Had he con- 
fined his activities to such work as 
the organization of a Y.M.C.A. or 
other similar insistution, he would 
probably have been generally respect- 
ed and have done excellent work. It 
was in his attempts to take a place 
among the giants in the world’s 
workers that he failed, and failed all 
too obviously.

AUSTRALIA AND THE 
AMERICAN FLEET 

The United States Pacific fleet has 
been visiting Australia and has been 
received there with the usual cere- 
monial courtesies. In this case there 
is little doubt that there is real sin- 
cerity behind the Australian greet- 
ing. Realizing to the full the danger 
which threatens them from the yel- 
low races of the Pacific, Australia 
looks with kindly eyes on a force 
which she believes represents a defin- 
ite and concrete bulwark against that 
danger. It is fully-realized that the 
British fleet alone, and particularly 
at the present time when the new 
naval base at Singapore is only in 
its earliest stages of construction, 
could not arrive in time to protect 
Australia from an attack by, say, 
Japan. That being so, Australia re- 
gards the United States navy as an 
allied defensive force, well knowing 
that the United States would find it 
almost impossible to remain indiffer- 
ent to anything so menacing and 
significant as a Japanese descent on 
Australia. 

In speaking of one of the cere- 
monies arranged in honor of the visit 
the United States admiral alluded to 
the fact that in the visiting American 
fleet there were men from all over 
the states and that the central states 
in the heart of the country away from 
the sea were well represented. It is 
the object of the United States naval 
‘authorities, he said, to create in the 
whole people the sea sense, so that 
they may as a whole realize the mean- 
ing and the vital necessity of sea 
power for their country. 

It is an instructive lesson for our- 
selves if we like to take it to heart, 
No one can call the United States 
either militaristic, aggressive or lack: 
ing in democratic feeling. Yet the 
necessity of a powerful fleet is recog: 
nized there to defend the coasts and 
overseas possessions of the country. 
Canada in the meantime continues to 
do virtually nothing, either to pro- 
tect her own coasts or to help the 
empire in the defence of its coasts 
elsewhere. Australia may look in 
vain for a Canadian squadron to 
make a visit similar to that of the 
United States one, or to concert co- 
operation with the Australian squad- 
ron. In place of encouragement to 
young men of the country to gain the 
sea é6trength, there is an attitude of 
apologetic contempt for even the mis- 
erable sham of naval preparations 
which Canada keeps up. Yet the 
coast of Canada is no less vulnerable 
than the coast of the United States. 

‘All this has been said before, but 
as long as the present dominion gov- 
ernment’s attitude on this question 
continues, it can with advantage be 
repeated over and over again. At 
the present moment, Canada's con- 
tribution to her own naval defence 
and that of the empire is discredit- 
able in the extreme. Yet the domin.- 
ion government appears to be thor- 
oughly well satisfied and shows no in- 
dication of making any change in the 
present position. Those with some 
pride in Canada might note that fact 
for reference when the election 
comes along.

MR. A. SPEAKMAN, 
NLP. IN RED -DEER 


On Monday evening Mr. Alfred 
Speakman, M.P. for this constituency, 
addressed a meeting in the McBride 
Hotel. In the absence of the presi- 
dent of the U.F.A. for Red Deer, Mr. 
Harry Wallace took the chair and in 
the briefest of terms called on the 
speaker of the evening. 

Mr. Speakman spoke as follows: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: I appreci- 
ate the opportunity given me of com- 
ing here tonight to address’ you on 
public questions. Your presence here 
ig an indication of the widespread in- 
terest now felt in these questions. 
Such interest is a comparatively new 
thing among us. There was a time 
when public questions were regarded 
as a somewhat mysterious affair o 
politicians only, but that has 
changed and we now realize that 
these questions are the concern of us 
all. The change has been brought 
about by the pressure of public debt 
and taxation under which we now all 
lie, burdens which make it difficult 
for every one of us to carry on our 
ordinary business. These burdens are 
largely the reeult of Canada’s partici- 
pation in a great war which has left 
behind it its legacy of sorrow, trouble, 
diglocation of industry and debt. As 
a result our eyes have been opened 
to the existence of international com- 
plications and the effect which they 
have wpon every individual among us. 

“At the present time there is much 
in the state of our country to encour 
age us, much to concern us, nothing 
to make us_ hopeless. We have in 
Canada a country of great wealth, 
even if partly it is only potential 
wealth. It is a country capable of 
almost infinite production. Our 
mines, our forests, our water power, 
oil and gas can support great indus- 
tries. Our soil and the waters around 
our coasts can produce food enough 
to supply great nations. We have a 
people who are worthy of this great 
heritage, particularly our farmers who 
transformed Canada into one of the 
world's foremost wheat producing 
countries. In other industries also we 
are coming to the front. Our manu- 
facturers have not yet reached the 
same level of pre-eminent skill as our 
farmers. This is the result of a fiscal 
policy which has been hostile to the 
development amongst our manufact- 
urers of the spirit of initiative. Never- 
theless they can already supply the 
home market. The quality of our 
producta is good. At Chicago we have 
won the world’s championship in 
wheat and other prizes also. These 
prove the excellence of our soil and 
the qualities of our farmers, and 
show us that we have no need to des: 
pair of the future. 

“We cannot praise so highly out 
qualities as citizens. We ‘have not 
shown in public affairs the same 
energy or wisdom as in our private 
affairs. Immersed in our own busi 
ness we have left the management of 
our public affairs to politicians who 
often have been men of small calibre. 
For the results of that we are our. 
selves responsible. Our public debt 
as a dominion and ignoring provincial 
and municipal debts amounte to al- 
most two and a half billion dollars. 
That is a load which must rest on us 
and on generations yet unborn and 
must burden our and their power of 
production enormously. It must be 
met from taxation of each one of ua, 
and because of it we are now taking 
an added interest in public affairs. 
This national debt amounting to $300 
per head of every man, woman and 
child in Canada is as much the private 
business of each one of us as any 
part of our private affairs.” 

Mr. Speakman proceeded to say 
that these public debts were not dis- 
honestly incurred nor were they the 
result of inefficient administration on 
the whole. The war was the cause 
of most of them and we were not 
ashamed of our part in the war. It 
might perhapée be said with truth that 
we should have raised more of the 
cost of the war by taxation at the 
time and not by borrowing. Undoubt- 
edly men in Canada had made huge 
fortunes out of the war and its sor- 
rows and misery, and these we should 
have forced to disgorge their ghoulish 
plunder, but we must not judge our 
leaders too harshly. They did their 
best under difficult circumstances and 
in face of vast problems. Govern- 
ments before the war were just as 
guilty. The railway system of Canada 
had been duplicated rashly without 
regard to the needs of traffic and 
were now a great burden on the coun- 
try. One transcontinental line could 
quite well carry all the traffic now 
shared between the two. ‘Different 
governments had committed the coun- 
try to canal schemes good in essence 
but far beyond our needs and our 


means. One section of the Welland 
Canal, '25 miles long, was now the 
subject of proposed expenditure 


which would bring the cost of the 25- 
mile section when finished to 125 mil- 
lion dollars. Engineers’ estimates of 
public construction schemes habitual- 
ly came below the actual cost with 
the result that parliament authorized 
the commencements of 6chemes which 
proved in the end far too costly. From 
confederation to the present time the 
departments had all been the same. 
The existence of harbors, elevators, 
drydocks, post offices and other build- 
ings far beyond the country’s needs 
were the result of public apathy and 
ignorance. These were the root 
causes of our great public debt and 
our present enforced interest in pub- 
lic affairs. The system was to blame 
rather than the men in such thinge. 
Towns and districts clamored against 
one another for a share of the public 
spoil and valued their representatives 
in parliament not by the knowledge 
and sense but by the amount of that 
époil which they secured. In face of 
such pressure governments were help- 
less. This was pointed out not as a 
criticism of the past but as a warning 
forthe future. If we wanted econ- 
omy we must begin at home and in- 
struct our representatives to insist on 
reduced expenditure in our own die 
tricts. 

“In other directions the outlook was 
more hopeful. Trade was increasing, 
particularly our export trade in which 
lay the real hope of our future pros- 
perity. The wise course for us all to 
follow now was not to waste time in 
wrangling over past mistakes but to 
look for the remedy of present ills. 
The past was dead. It was to the 
future we should look.” 

Mr. Speakman mentioned the dis- 
appointment which the experienced in 
parliament at the amount of time 
wasted in mutual recriminations 
which should have been spent in con- 
structive work. For our present needs 
there was no legislative cure-all, no 
Jaw or laws would put everything 
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¢ He had no faith in secession. 
been! of our difficulties was transportation. 


right. One of our chief, difficulties 
was over ijlack of ‘population and over 
inability to retain: even the’ popyla- 
tion we already have. ‘We had lands 
and resources to employ 20 or 30 
million but .we cannot keep our own 
people and we barely keep up our 
natural birth -increase. ‘Increased 
population would spread and lighten 
our burdens. Another difficulty lay 
in the government of a country of 
such vast area, varying conditions 
and different needs.. In the maritime 
provinces and the prairies there was 
resentment against Ontario and Que- 
bec for their inequitable policies with 
resultant rumors of secession. There 
had been discrimination against the 
prairies by “Ontario and Quebec 
which was the result of lack of ap- 
preciation by them of our difficulties 
and our situation, Yet the people of 
Ontario were the same race as our- 
selves. In the west most people had 
travelled to some extent and had 
their outlook broadened as a Bares 
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Secession would not help that diffi- 
culty in any way. It would only ag- 
gravate it. ‘Compromise, toleration 
and moderation must be the keynote 
of our policy. Our debts must be paid 
by taxes which were merely portions 
of the wealth we all produced. There- 
fore stimulation of production was our 
only true policy, the increase of our 
trade within and without Canada. We 
must look after our transportation 
problems, and lay stress on finance, 
which was the lifeblood of trade, and 
take care of our credit, which was 
essential in a new country. We must 
practice real and not false economy. 
Not a dollar should be voted which 
would not help trade or which was 
not necessary. ‘Police legislation” 
should be passed ‘to prevent the ex- 
ploitation of the public in the course 
of the distribution of our products. 
It was the demand for profits, cost 
of transportation and such things 
which led to exploitation. What was 
needed was a policy of equity between 
all individuals, occupations and 6ec- 
tions of the community. Only by such 
means would harmony be attained. 

Mr. Speakman then reviewed the 
last session of parliament. The gov- 
ernment at the opening of the session 
had dealared that the question of 
transportation would be the dominant 
one, the previous session having been 
given mainly to the tariff question. 
This was a wise proposal. Our freight 
rates were in a state of confusion 
owing to the supreme court decision 
as to the Crow’s Nest Pase agree- 
ment. That decision gave the special 
low rates only to points which lay on 
the C.P.R. line in 1897. The result 
was a great amount of discrimination 
which set town against town. It is 
possible that the railways wished this 
state of things to cause a popular 
clamor in order that they might get 
rid of the agreement, and leave the 
whole question of freight rates in the 
hands of the Railway Commission. 
That was what actually happened. 
(Instances of discrimination were 
then given by the’ speaker.) This dis 
crimination must stop. The Progres- 
sives had. waited anxiously for the 
government's decision but the propos- 
ed legislation was a disappointment. 
It wiped out all special agreements 
except as to the grain rates under 
the Crow’s Nest Pass agreement, 
which it retained, and gave to all 
points west of Fort William on lines 
under the jurisdiction of the Railway 
Commission. All other rates were 
put at the discretion of the commis- 
sion with a general ban on discrimina- 
tion which may mean much or noth- 
ing. There was a ban on discrimina- 
tion under the old act but ways of 
getting around it were found, such 
ad the existence of water-borne com- 
petition in eastern Canada. The Pro- 
gressives proposed an amendment to 
the bill, providing that western rates 
should never be more than ten per 
cent higher than eastern rates, but 
it was defeated. Ocean rates were 
also considered by the government. 
This was of vast importance to Can- 
ada as so much of our trade is with 
overseas. Great increases had taken 
place in ocean rates since 1914 and 
the Progressives wanted to know why. 
The government announced that it 
intended to control those rates and 
it did try to improve matters. The 
proposed remedy was disappointing. 
It consisted of a proposed subsidy to 
Sir William Petersen, an experienc: 
ed ocean steamer manager. The sub- 
sidy was to be for 13 millions dollars 
in 10 years for the running of 10 
freight ships, on which the govern- 
ment was to fix the rates. By this 
means it was hoped to force down 
other rates established by the Atlan- 
tic Shipping Combine. The Progres- 
sives doubted the value of the rem- 
edy on the ground that the 10 ships 
could carry only five per cent of Can- 
ada’s Atlantic trade, and they did not 
believe that the other 95 per cent 
would be carried at a reduced rate 
by the Combine. Therefore it would 
mean that the shippers of five per 
cent of the overseas trade would get 
a preference over the other 95 per 
cent. Who could select that five per 
cent? As a result of Progressive 
criticism the agreement was referred 
to a committee of the house on which 
no one voted for the agreement. That 
ends it for the time but the mass of 
evidence collected by the committee 
may be of some eervice hereafter in 
the struggle to control the ocean 
rates and prevent a small body of 
men strangling the whole of Canada’s 
overseas trade. 

As to tariffe, the policy of moder- 
ate protection was not changed but 
some treaties were made with other 
countries. ‘Some of these were good 
but were made with countries with 
only small trade. On the other hand 
the Australian treaty did not meet 
with Progressive approval. There are 
two ways of giving preferences by 
treaty. One is by reducing the tariff 
to the favored country. The other is 
by raising the tariff against all other 
countries. The latter was the method 
of the Australian treaty. Australian 
currants and raisins were given a 
preference by raising the tariff on 
these things from other countries to 
three cents a pound from three. 
quarter cent. The result is that rais- 
ins and currants must cost u@# more 
since Australia cannot supply all our 
needs in this respect even with their 
whole crop. The Progressives oppos- 
ed the treaty because they considered 
that this preference to Australia was 
being given in the interest of only a 
few Canadian manufacturers. 

In finance the main problem of the 
session was that of rural credits 
which were greatly needed by our 
farmers. Our banking system was 
good for others than farmers but, not 
sulted for them. Most other coin- 
tries have set a system of rural cred- 
it. The Progressives had worked hard | 
for such a system In Canada, and Dr. \ 
Tory had been appointed to investig- i 
ate the question and report. Follow- 


ing on his report a bill was brought 


in by the! government in the last daye 
of the session providing that: 10 mil- 
Hon dollars should’ be .:lent::to the 
farmers through the. provinces at 
cheap rates. This would have been 
accepted by Alberta but for the fact 
that it was provided that the loans 
must be secured by a first mortgage, 
which would have preference over all 
other claims, including taxes, The 
result would have been to paralyze 
municipalities in many cases which 
would have been unable to get any 
taxea from such land for periods ‘of 
as much as 30 years. . The Progres- 
sives entirely disapproved of this, yet 
said that they would not vote against 
the. bill, as it waa better to have it 
passed in some form anyhow. How- 
ever, the senate postponed the Dill 
for six months and were quite right 
to do so, as it was sent to them on 
the last day of the session when it 
could not possibly be fully considered. 

The speaker then dealt with the 
difficulty which the Progressives 
found in dealing with the highly or- 
ganized and disciplined older political 
parties, which enforced discipline in 
spite of the personal principles of in- 
dividuals in the parties. He pointed 
out that if the Progressives joined the 
Liberals they would get no more con- 
sideration than they now do. The ex- 
perience of the Nova Scotia Liberals 
was a warning to them in this re- 
spect. He explained that he person- 
ally was not hostile to any party as 
such, that he preferred co-operation 
to criticism but that he intended to 
retain his right of criticism under all 
circumstances. 

He proceeded ‘to explain that the 
Progressives are more united than 
ever and that their objectives are 
now (1) the establishing of a parity 
of exchange value between farm pro- 
ducts and industrial products; (2) 
the getting rid of excessive distribut- 
ing costs and the bringing together 
of producer and consumer. 

The Progressives did not intend to 
study history merely in order to re- 
peat ite mistakes but rather they 
hoped to avoid those mistakes. They 
considered that it was the unrestrict- 
ed competition of the past which had 
led to such distress as the war and 
they believed that the hope for the 
future lay in the spirit of co-opera- 
tion and conciliation rather than in 
partisan hatred. If that lesson were 
learned by peoples it would be learn- 
ed by government also. 

In conclusion Mr. Speakman said: 
“T am willing to co-operate with any 
men or any party if I ‘think they are 
going in the right direction.” 

The chairman asked for questions 
to be put to Mr. Speakman but none 
were asked and the proceedings were 
closed by the singing of the National 
Anthem.

A YACHTING TRIP 
IN THE IRISH SEA 
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(By E. H. J.) 


It was a Friday about the middle 
of June, 19—, that L., H. and myself 
had arranged to take a week-end holi- 
day together, they having accepted 
my invitation to spend a week-end 
with me at Conway, North Wales, on 
my little yacht “Dorothy,” and if the 
weather proved favorable to spend 
our time at sea. 

We left Manchester by a late after- 
noon train. The day had been blazing 
hot, and the city was almost unbear- 
able. We were a very limp trio that 
met at Exchange Station to train to 
Conway, but all happy and merry at 
the prospect of our holiday and the 
change from the stifling heat, noise 
and dust of the city for the refresh- 
ing view of the fields and trees and 
the cooling sea breezes. 

We arrived at Conway about seven 
o'clock, and after leaving our grips 
on the yacht we went for a stroll 
around the beautiful old town, with its 
quaint old buildings and castle erected 
in the reign of Edward I. We made 
a few necessary purchases of stores 
for the week-end and then went on 
board. What a change from the morn- 
ing—no noise or dust, a general peace 
and calm, a cool breeze from the é6ea 


Menai Straits to Beaumaris and 
spend the night there and return to 
Conway on the Monday morning's 
tide. H., however, expressed a wish 
to run over to the Isle of Man, and 
L. strongly seconded the suggestion, 
both having previously been up the 
straite with me. I was agreeable, 
and after consulting my local men 
as to their opinion of the weather 
conditions, -they agreeing with me 
that they looked settled for a fime 
day, we decided to make the trip. 1 
accordingly went to the saloon and 
got out the chart and set the course, 
it being a run of 95 miles from Great 
Orme's Head to Douglas Head, the 
course being almost due N.W. We 
étarted about 11:30, the wind then 
being about south and light. We had 
been carrying very little sail on ac- 
count of fishing, but now, with a long 
trip in front of us, time was import- 
ant, so we hoisted our topsail and put 
up our largest jib, and soon began to 
travel fast, and if the same conditions 
lasted we expected to reach Douglas 
about 11 at night. I left the vessel 
in charge of the men and we went 
below for dinner, which we were 
quit ready for, after our early break- 
fast, and enjoyed a good meal partly 
consisting of some ofthe fish we had 
caught. On returning on deck we 


and a beautiful moonlight night over-;found we had made good progress, 


head. The situation was lovely, the 
Dorothy was anchored in mid-stream, 
a short distance below the castle. 
Both up and down the river could be 
seen the well wooded banks. On the 
right bank of the river Conway lies 
the old town of Conway, nestling 
under the walls of its old castle, and 
still partly surrounded by its old en- 
circling wall. Both the castle and 
walls sre now in ruins, but sufficient 
of the old castle remains to show 
what a splendid and strong place it 
must have bean in ancient times and 
how well protected it was by the 
broad and = swift-running river Con- 
way, which washes its walls on one 
side. Now its buildings are roofless, 
and its walls grass grown, and in 
every crevice valerien is growing, 
making a wonderfully pretty sight 
when it is in bloom. 

Across the river ie seen the new 
and growing town of Llandudno Junc- 
tion, and beyond this at the back of 
the town rises the Great Orme’s 
Head, overshadowing Llandudno town 
and bay, which lie about three miles 
from Conway. 

We lounged on. deck for an hour or 
80, enjoying the beauty of the scene 
and the cool of the evening. The 
little town had gone to sleep and the 
only sounds to be heard were the 
gentle ripple of the current againet 
the bows of the yacht and the whistle 
of a train in the distance or perhaps 
the barking of a dog along the shore, 
All seemed at peace and rest and 
soothed our tired minds and bodies 
We discussed our plang for the mor- 
row but finally decided to be guided 
by the weather in the morning. 

I was my own skipper but had a 
couple of men to help in sailing the 
yacht. The “Dorothy” was a 30-ton 
cutter, 60 feet long, 12-6 feet 6 inches 
wide and drew six feet of water. She 
was fully decked with a small cock- 
pit aft, and inside there was a roomy 
forecastle with accommodation for 
four men, a comfortable saloon and a 
sleeping cabin aft. 

I was up mext morning at 5 a.m. 
and found the weather had changed. 
It was raining heavily and there was 
no wind. We intended if it were fine 
to make an early start, but under the 
existing conditions I turned in again 
until seven o’clock. On going on deck 
I found the conditions had improved; 
it looked like clearing up. So I root: 
ed the other two out and after a 
plunge overboard and a short swim 
we dressed and had breakfast. I 
gave instructions to the men to get 
all ready for starting should the 
weather continue fine. By eight 
o'clock the sun came out, so we de. 
cided to start. We got away about 
nine o'clock, but I was a little anxious 
because it was nearly low tide, and 
at this state of the tide the navigable 
channel of the Conway is very nar. 
row and full of sandbanks. However. 
the wind was blowing down the river 
and, with the tide in our favor, I 
thought we could make it. We got 
down safely a mile or so when the 
wind suddenly failed us and before 
we could drop anchor the current 
carried us on to a sandbank. 

We were now in a fix. Unless we 
could get her off at once, our trip was 
off, because it is impossible to get out 
of the Conway against the flood tide 
owing to the speed of the current, 
which runs about six miles an hour. 
There was only one thing to be done, 
to send a couple in the small boat 
with a rope attached to the stern and 
try to tow her off, and those left on 
hoard to try and help by pushing off 
from the deck with oars or anything 
elee available. I sent L., who was 
used to rowing. with one of the men 
in the boat, and we who were !eft on 
board tried to help by poling off from 
the deck. H. distinguished himself. 
He was using an old oar and pushing 
for dear life when suddenly the oar 
snapped in two and over the side he 
went. It might have been a nasty 
accident, but fortunately he was right 
in the bows and all that happened 
was that he landed in a sitting posi- 
tion in two feet of water, He was 
in a big hurry to get on board, bur 
as he could not get any wetter wea 
ordered him to go to the bow of the 
boat and push from there, and T real- 
ly believe it was principally due to 
his efforts that we got off. He was 
a big powerful man and in that po- 
sition he was able to bring great force 
to work. Be that as it may, in a few 
minutes we were afloat again, and 
after picking up our half-drowned 
friend, we succeeded in getting clear 
of the channel out to the open sea. 

There ig a magnificent view off the 
mouth of the Conway. Looking back 
can be seen a sweep of coast from 
the Great Orme's Head to the east 
round nearly to Bangor in the west, 
with the Island of Anglesea in the 
distance, and as a background to the 
coast the Welsh mountains in tho 
digtance with Snowdon dominating 
them all, 


‘Once clear of the land we ran into] 


a nice sailing breeze and as it was 
from the south we decided to run for 
Llandudno and try for a few mackerel 
on the way. We had pretty fair sport 
and arrived off Llandudno about 11 
o'clock. The day had now turned out 
beautifully fine and warm. We knew, 
we had a long day before us, as ow- 
ing to the state of the tide we could 
not get back to our moorings in the 
Conway before midnight. So I sug- 
gested we went for a run out to Holy- 
head and return and run up the 


and the wind had freshened. These 
conditions continued for another hour, 
when the wind increased 60 much 
that we had to reduce sail by taking 
off the topsail and big jib, but was 
still nothing more than a hard breeze, 
About this time the sky began to 
show signs of wind and the sea to 
rise, and the prospect looked like bad 
weather. We were now about 30 
miles east of ‘Holyhead and about 50 
miles from Douglas, and it was a 
question whther we should run for 
(Holyhead or proceed to Douglas. The 
run to Holyhead meant a dead beat 
against the wind and sea for 30 miles, 
whilst to run for Douglas meant a 
run with a favorable wind for 50 
miles. ‘We therefore decided in fa- 
vour of Douglas. The wind gradually 
worked round to the southwest. This 
is the worst wind in the Irish Channel 
because it comes right up from the 
Atlantic and brings up a heavy sea. 
The wind got stronger every minute 
and in an hour was blowing nearly a 
gale and the sea was very rough, and 
I decided we must shorten sail be. 
fore it got too bad. Reefing in a hard 
breeze and heavy sea is no joke, and 
takes all hands for the work. L. and 
H. had no knowledge of seamanship, 
so TI and the crew had to handle it 
alone. It was impossible tod reef 
whilst running so I had to wait for 
a favorable opportunity and bring her 
up into the wind, so that we could 
lie too whilst we reefed. I did this, 
but at the expense of shipping a 
heavy sea, which swept us from bow 
to stern, but fortunately the only 
damage done was to break a pane of 
glass in the saloon ekylight. We 
backed the foresail and after lashing 
the helm we lay to, riding easily, only 
occasionally shipping a sea over the 
bows. 

We put three reefs in the mainsail 
and took in our cruising jib and re- 
placed it with a storm jib, and took 
the foresail off altogether. We were 
now under as little canvas as it was 
possible to make the passage with, 
and I felt we should make the rest 


of the run in safety, if not in com- 


fort. We had up to now been towing 
our small boat astern, but the heavy 
following seas made this dangerous, 
so atter considerable work we got her 
on board and lashed her down amid- 
ships. ; 

We also took the opportunity of 
covering up all the skylights with 
their oilskin coverings to prevent any 
further breakages and to secure all 
below for a heavy passage. We also 
took the opportunity of getting some- 
thing to eat, as we knew once we gol 
under way again this would not be 
possible until we got into harbor. I¢ 
was now about six o'clock, and we 
had still about 30 miles to go. 

I had now a serious problem to de- 
cide. When a vessel has been lying 
to in a heavy wind and sea, there sre 
two methods of getting under way— 
either to sail her into the wind and 
bring her over on the other tack, or 
wear ship, that is, to run off from 
the wind and swing around with the 
wind until you are on your course. 
Both are very ticklish manoeuvres in 
a heavy sea. The firat method is 
nearly impossible in a small vessel in 
a heavy sea, as the waves prevent her 
coming round and with no way on the 
veasel she would be washed by the 
seas like a rock, and might be swamp. 
ed. In addition the pressure of the 
wind on the sails with no way on 
the vessel might carry away the mast 
or some of the saile. On the other 
hand, wearing the vessel is also dan- 
gerous, as if caught by a squall or 
heavy sea whilst in the act of turn- 
ing, it may also disable the vessel. 

I decided in favor of wearing and 
watching for a smooth spot and the 
wind being steady 'I was fortunate in 
bringing her round without accident 
and resumed our course for Douglas. 
It was by now blowing a whole gale 
of wind and an exceedingly heavy sea 
was running, and it took two men at 
the helm all the time to steer. Short- 
ly after we had restarted we saw a 
very pretty sight. A large battleship 
passed us, evidently on the way to 
her station on the Clyde. It was won- 
derful to see how steady she rode 
through the heavy seas, although the 
waves were continuously breaking 
over her bows as_ she _ ploughed 
through the waves. 

Later we saw a contrast. When we 
were about 10 miles from Douglas the 
Isle of Man steamer from Liverpool 
to Douglas passed us. Tt was the 
“Mona's Isle,” one of their largest 
boats. She passed within a few hun- 
dred feet of us, and she was pitching 
and rolling heavily, burying herself 
in the seas every minute, the waves 
dashing right over her bows and 
amidships, and at times sweeping her 
upper decks. We saw her later in 
Douglas harbor and saw that part of 
her bulwarks had been broken and 
two of her boats had been washed 


overboard. 

By now it was getting dark and our 
anxieties were increased, but our 
troubles were nearly over. 


an hour we sighted Douglas Head 
lighthouse and knew we had made a 
good course and were lying true for 
the harbor entrance. We finally ran 
into the harbor just at 10:30, having | 
made a remarkably quick paseage 
considering all the conditions.

Alberta’s Freight Rates Case + 


The government of Alberta will 
present a united front to the railway 
commission on the question of freight 
rates when that body commences its 
eked investigation into the ques- 

on. 

At a conference held in Edmonton 
last Wednesday at the instance of the 
Alberta government, at which repre- 
sentatives of the Boards of Trade of 
Edmonton and Calgary and of other 
interests were present, the following 
general points were decided upon for 
presentation to the commission. Al- 
berta’s counsel in the enquiry will be 
S. B. Woods, K.C.: 

(1) That the standard of mileage 
freight tariff scale should as far as 
possible. be on the eame basis all over 
Canada, 

(2) That the distributing town tar- 
{ffs should continue as at present, 
namely, 85 per cent of the standard 
mileage basis in the west. 

(3) That the charge for any com- 
modity to Edmonton and Calgary 
from eastern Canada should not be 
greater than that’ charged from the 
same poirts to Vancouver. 

(4) That the, basis of export rates 
on grain and flour applicable to Fort 
William should apply to the Pacific 
coast. 

(5) Reduction in coal rates to de- 
velop markets east and west. 

(6) Adjustment of export rates via 
both seaboards in order to develop 
further markets for the primary pro- 
ducts of Alberta and for necessary 
reductions in import tates to meet 
the requirements of the province. 

(7) Adjustment of clase rates on 
the shorter C.N.R. mileage. 

(8) Adjustment of rates as between 
distributing centres. 

The matter of details in regard to 
equalization of rates generally and 
the securing of commodity rates suit- 
role to the needs was left in the 
hands of a small committee consist- 
ing of the chairman, Mr. J. H. Hanna, 
secretary Calgary Board of Trade; 
A. Chard, supervisor of traffic for the 
Alberta government, and Mr. S. B. 
Woods, counsel for the province. of 
Alberta. 

A thorough discussion of the many 
points at issue took place and an 
amicable solution reached by the con- 
ference in all cases. 
expressed themselves as well pleased 
with the results of the meeting.

EIGHTH CROP REPORT 


(Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmon- 
ton, August 1, 1925) 


Facing the disappointing prospect 
of harvesting a greatly reduced crop 
from that at first expected as a re- 
sult of the ravaging effects of wind 
and great heat, farmers of southern 
Alberta are commencing the cutting 
of their wheat the present week. Cut- 
ting operations over all the southern 
part of the province will be general 
within the next week, and in the bal- 
ance of the province about August 
10, which will be from ten days to 
two weeks earlier than last year. 
Limited quantities of grain already 
threshed out bear out indications of 
the past three weeks that yields wil) 
be light over large areas in the south 
Some samples seen have shown un- 
usual shrinkage in etook. 

Since last report rains varying in 
extent have fallen in many districts 
of the province. These rains came too 
late to save much of the crop affected 
by drought in the south-eastern dis 
trict, but in other districts where the 
damage done to grain was not so ir. 
retrievable, the rains have had the 
effect of filling out the grain‘in bet- 
ter degree, s0 that heavier yields and 
improved quality will result. 

Generally speaking, the light soi! 
areas of the province from south tec 
north will yield very lightly. Reports 
received by the department the past 
week indicate yields in these areas 
varying from five to 12 bushels. In 
the other areas of the province where 
the grain has been in a better posi- 
tion to carry through the heat and 
dry weather and to benefit from the 
latter rain, reports indicate the yieldr 
will vary from 12 to 25 bushels, with 
some fields touching 30. It is in the 
large wheat-growing areas, however. 
that the greatest damage has been 
done by the periods of drought, and 
this will be responsible for reducing 
the total yield in the province. 

The south-east district will experi- 
ence the lightest yields. The east 
central district as far north as the 
northern line of the Canadian National 
Railway at Vermilion, is very patchy. 
Points along the Goose Lake line. re- 
port very favorable conditions and ex: 
pect a good crop. Other sections of 
the east central territory report only 
fair to average conditione. 

In the south-western district, fairly 
good crops are. anticipated, much 
heavier in many parts than lust year, 
but still suffering decreased yield as 
a result of drought. Ae an example 
of the damage done even in the best 
districts by the drought, the state- 
ment is quoted from a farmer in the 
Nanton district who states that the 
effect of the drought was a lose of ten 
bushels an acre, with the result that 
the forty bushel crop they anticipated 
in his district would be cut to thirty. 
He states that to drivers along the 
road the crops look well, but a close 


inspection reveals the damage done.;the ground aufficiently to smother

ATTRACTIONS 


Rains which come now are too late 
to help the fast-ripening crops. 

In the west central districts north 
to Edmonton and immediate vicinity, 
the crops have also suffered some- 
what from drought conditions, but 
the recent rains have been of consid- 
erable benefit. In the Peace River 
country, particularly north of the 
river, the situation has been much 
improved by the .recent rains there. 

It is noted that in practically all 
districte in the province the grain on 
spring plowing and stubble have suf- 
fered severely, while that on reason- 
ably well prepared land will yield 
fairly well. It is a fact also that the 
intense heat now prevailing is drying 
out and ripening the wheat so epeed.- 
ily as to prevent their proper matur- 
ing. Consequently this also will have 
the effect of reducing the yield. 

The drought has had a serious ef- 
fect on pasture and feed crops and 
in many districts the pasture, which 
was so luxuriant in the early part of 
the season, has failed rapidly. Teed 
crop prospects have also received a 
setback, and the greenfeed yield »ar-. 
ticularty will not be up to early antici- 
pations. While a general shortage is 
not looked for, certain districts will 
be dependent upon others for their 
feed supply during the coming winter. 

Rye crops are cut in the south, but 
the yield will not be heavy. (Corn, 
sweet clover and alfalfa have done 
well in the south. 

Harvest labor needs for the prov 
ince are placed at present at 14,000 
by the provincial labor bureau, of 
which 4,000 will be obtainable within 
the province, as the policy of the gov- 
ernment is to use all available labor 
within the province. 


SHELTERING PIGS - 
FROM THE SUN 


Growing pigs, especially white ones, 
are very subject to sunscald if allow- 
ed to run in grass or rape without 
shade. A very effective shade has 
been provided at the experimental 
station at Rosthern in the following 
manner: In the spring of 1917, cara- 
gana seed was sown in twelve rows, 
four feet apart, across the rear of th 
pig pastures and fenced to keep all 
stock out. The ground was kept care- 
fully hoed until 1920, when further 
work could not be carried on because 
of the thick root system and_ the 
branches, which by this time shaded 


weed growth. In 1919 the plants were 
thinned to one foot apart and the 
thinnings sold to a nursery at one 
cent each, which netted $125.00. I~ 
1922 the fence was removed and the 
pige allowed to use the shelter. It is 
in use now for the third season and 
affords a very efficient and artistic 
shelter. ‘Cattle, sheep and horses 
must be kept away from caragana be- 
cause they seem to relish it as much 
as grass. ‘Mature hogs will also eat 
it if pasture is not available.

The boxes are ar- 
ranged in the vestibule, which can 
be left open while the inner door is 
locked. By making some slight al- 
terations, the vestibule has been 
made “uite roomy, and box holders 
will cortainly welcome the change. 
The «tock has been traneferred to the 
new premises and though it is not yet 
all arranged, the new proprietor was 
open for business about Friday.

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SAD DROWNING CASE 


iA very sad drowning accident occur- 
red in-the Red Deer River on Satur- 
day. ‘The second pack of the Cubs, 
under Major Lister; went for a day's 
outing in the country and some of the 
boys from the . provincial training 
school were-allowed to go with them. 
They came to the river at a point 
about two miles or more below the 
city, where there ig a quiet back- 
water of no great depth. Some of 
the boys wished to bathe and others 
to fish and permission was given ac- 
cordingly, ‘Major Lister himself re- 
maining on the bank to watch. In- 
structions were given that in no case 
were the boys to go singly into the 
river but at all times to keep in pairs, 
and none were to leave the main 
body. When the time came to leave 
the river, it was found that one of 
the boys from the training school was 
miseing. He had not been bathing, 
but had been fishing at a distance of 
about 20 feet from the bathing party. 
Search was made for him both in and 
out of the water. Major Lister re- 
peatedly went into the. water and 
searched every spot without result. 
The police were communicated with 
‘and on reaching the spot dragged it 
without ifinding the body. Finally 
Major Lister made a last search and 
in about three feet of water found the 
body of the missing boy. He had 
been under the ”Vater for three hours 
and was, of course, quite dead. 

It is difficult to imagine how the ac- 
cident occurred. ‘There was no cry 
or struggte noticed, and the supposi- 
tion must be that the boy decided to 
cease fishing and join the bathers, 
and instead of walking along the 
beach to them went straight into the 
water from the point where he was 
fishing and got into a deeper part of 
the water, fell and never rose again. 
As he was 13 years old he could hard- 
ly have drowned in the spot where 
the boys were bathing, which was 
quite shallow, nor in the place where 
he was found unless he had fallen. 

The accident is particularly dis- 
tressing in view of the care always 
taken by Major Lister and _ other 
scoutmasters for the eéafety of the 
boys on such occasions. It might be 
added that the boy did not belong in 
this district.
